HOUSES WITH SECRET. CUAMBERS.| ne 


Io Clarke's “ History of Ipawich ” (1880) 
there ie an intotosting account of Sparrow's 
Houeo, built in the year 1567, in which’ the’ 
following facts fire stated :—“'Thers' is ‘ab 

_apartmont in the roof’ of the” back’ part of. 
tho house, the entrance. to which was ingoni-: 
ously hidden by'naliding panel. It bas only 
one small windot, and:that cannot ba geen 
from anyother part of thé premisoa. It bad 
heen fitted up aca private chapel or oratory; 
aud there is a tindition that Qharles IL, was, 
secreted in thia room some time after the 
battle, of Worcester.” At Melford Hall,.too; 
in Saffolk, there is a.curious biding-place in 
tho thickness of the walls ‘and chimuey; 
approached only through a trap panel 
. Roferring, howovor, to the concealment of 
Charles -1I., we wuat not omit ta mention 
Boscobel Housa, whieb.affarded him auch'a 
sifa retrent, ‘hie old building Ing. two 
uelual biding-places, and there ara indigations 
which: point .to the former exislenco of F 
third. The aesrat place, we are told by 1 
correspondont of Notes and Queries,in which 
‘the King. was hidden’ is “situated in. the 
Squire’s -bedroom. “There wns ‘formerly 
« sliding panol in the Wainscot, nore ‘tho 
fireplace, which, when dpened, gave accoss to 
acloset, tho falsodoor of which atill aduite of 
a person taking up bis positivn ia this secret 
nook.

Tho othor chamber, is at the: top 
of the house inn kind of loft, accags to which 
4 through o trapdoor, wherein, tradition 
sive, recusants and priosts wore oouasionally 
sroreted, Again, no important’ instadeo of 
these secret chambers is that oxisting at In- 
grtestone Hall, in’ Essex, which, it way. be 
reivembered, wos in years gone by a summer 
residence belonging to the olbey of Barking: 
Tt came with'the estate into possession of 
the family af’ Petro in the reign of Henry 
VIL, anit continued to be ocoupied as their 
family seat until the latter ‘half of the Inst. 
‘eentury, The hiding-place, which is four. 
teen feat long, two feet broad,and ten feot 
high, was discovered in tho south-onst corner 
of a small room attached to what was’ pro- 
bably tho host's bedroom, Underneath the 
floor-boords a hole or trap-door about two’ 
feet square was found, with o twelve-stop 
Jndder to descond into the room below, tho 
floor of which’ was composed of nine inches 
of dry sand. This, on. being: examined, 
brought tu light'a few. bones, whicb, it tas 
‘deen suggosted, are tho’ remains “of food 
supplied to some wofortunate occupant dur- 
ing confiiomout, The existence of thia Te- 
treat, itis said, must have been fumiliar to 
the heads of the family for gavaral ganora.

Kinga,’ 
broko the coffins, threw the hodias out, aod 
carried away overything that they could find! 

In. the 
lower part there oro threa holes at equal die. 
tances, about which thore exists a curious 
story. M, du Gommerard, tho foundor.of the 
Cluny Museum, was one day ina common 
public-housa at St Denis, whoreon the wall 
he noticed'a brass Erying-pan of a'somembat 
uncommon shaps. He took it.down to ez- 
amine it mora bartioularly. and discovered 
some engraved lettara under a thick crast 
of coal and soot. ‘Without'eaying anything 
about bis discovery he bought the pan from 
tho astonished ownar, and after o process of 
cleaning it appoared that it was the plate 
from the coffin of Louis XIV.
